C. Q. Richmond 
and George H. Kearn aro chosen repre- 
sentatives from the first district and Dr, 
Thomas Riley of Adams is chosen from 
'.he second. J. K. Anthony of Adams is 
county commissioner and T. W. Rich- 
mond of this town is special commis- 
sioner. All winners except Dr. Riley are 
Republicans. All interest seemed centered 
in the sheriff fight and how much there 
was is spoken of elsewhere. 


A waiting the Returns. 


At Odd Fellows' hall the voters began 


to assemble as usual immediately after 
supper to get what news they could from 
any quarter, and particularly to await the 
declaration ot the vote in North Adams. 
At first they came slowly and seated 
themselves on the benehen or stood about 
in groups discussing the porsibilities and 
probabilities connected with the work of 
the day. All were deeply interested and 
yet the gathering was very quiet. The 
room was blue with smoke and the no- 
tices on the walls prohibiting spitting an 
the floor were profusely disregarded. For 


and nearly every man had a notebook 
and pencil in hand with which to take 
down the figures as they were given out. 
The room was so still that Mr; Walker's 
words could be distinctly understood in 
the farthest corner of the crowded hall. 
The returns were for the most part re- 
ceived in silence, though there was ap- 
plause when the vote for sheriff was an- 
nounced. It was-plain to be seen, how- 
ever, that there was disappointment at 
the size of Kcilcr'n majority, which was 
only 585, whereas it hud bt-en estimated 
all the way from 600 ,to 1.000. The hali 
was speedily cleared after Mr. Walker 
finished reading.

At Other Places, 


Odd Fellows' hall was by no means the 


only place where voters assembled to re- 
ceive the election returns. ,The Republi- 
can club rooms were crowded to the 
doors and there was a stream of people 
constantly pouring" iij and. out, bringing 
and seeking news and exchanging figures. 
All was hustle and bustle and telegraph 
boys were scurrying up and down the 
stairs in rapid succession. By this time 
the contest for representatives and been 
decided and the Republicans were happy 
over the results in tbat direction. There 
was still the greatest eagerness for news 
of tbe sheriff fight, which was coming as

a time it seemed as though the assem- 
blage would not be as large as usual, but 
the voters kept coming and those present 
were gradually forced to stand closer to 
one 
another. 
Captain 
Krum, who 


had occupied a seat near the ballot box 
all day, retained his position throughout 
the evening cooly keeping his eye on the 
crowd and answering the many questions 
that were put to him to the best .of his 
ability. A little before S o'clock he went 
back to learn how the count was progres- 
sing. When he returned 
the 
crowd 


thought the vote was to be announced 
and there was a grand rush towards the 
stage. The captain announced that it 
would be half an hour at least before the 
returns could be given out and the excite- 
ment subsided. Every new comer was 
wtts beseiged by eager inquirers for newa 
from other sources, and although there 
was but little to be given, that little was 
greedily seized upon and made the basis 
of discussion and speculation. The news 
from Williamstown was very disappointing 
and displeasing to tbe Republicans, who 
felt tbat they had a right to expect, better 
work in that quarter. Mr. Fuller ran be- 
hind badly there, and it was said by many 
that those responsible for it might as well 
lay away their political ambitions for the 
present, if any they have. However, not 
all the news was so unsatisfactory as that 
which came from Williamstown. When 
it was learned that Fuller had carried the 
Democratic town of Cheshire and several 
other towns down the county which went 
for Crosby three years ago the faces of 
his friends brightened up and their hopes 
rose rapidly, though all realized that it 
was a close contest and that the result 
could not be known until all the returns 
were in. The sheriff contest was the all- 
absorbing theme and scarcely any atten- 
tion was paid to the chances of. Ihe 
chances of tbe other candidates. So the 
time wore on. 


It was 8.45 o'clock when the footings 


were completed and Selectman F. A. 
Walker stepped forward to read tbe ie- 
turns. The house came to order promptly 


yet only in fragments, but such as was 
received was encouraging aud all were 
keeping up good courage. 


There were the usual gatherings at the 


rooms of the North Adams and Berk- 
shire clubs, whose members and friends 
assembled in their commodious quarters 
to receive the local and general returns, 
to congratulate the successful candidates 
and 
to 
share 
the 
sociability 
and 


comforts that characterize the well regu- 
lated club room, especially on such an 
occasion as this. The hotels were crowd- 
ed as a matter of course and such as had 
no other resort swelled the crowds that 
flocked the sidewalks till a late hour and 
peered over each other's shoulders to 
read the (bulletins in front of the tele- 
graph offices. There was a quiet gather- 
ing in the board of trade rooms, where 
the returns were regularly received from 
telegraph office.

Later in the,evening came the glad in- 


telligence that Charles W. Fuller bad 
been elected sheriff by a handsome ma- 
jority and at once Ihere was an outbreak 
of the wildest enthusiasm. -There was 
lusty cheering «t every place of assem- 
blage, but the feelings of his friends were 
best voiced by the loud-mouthed cannon 
of the Richmond Artillery club, whose 
oft-repeated and ringing report was fol- 
lowed by very hearty mental, and in some 
cases verbal, amena!

Men danced in the 
streets, formed in marching clubs, yelled 
themselves hoarse for Fuller, built several 
bonfires, fired guns and raised the very 
old havoc, all for Fuller. The Pittsfield 
people even tried to secure a train to 
come to North Adems and give Mr. Fuller 
a personal reception. The enthusiasm 
was kept up till early morning. 


It was early this morning when the last 


gun was fired, the last blaze from the bon- 
fires died out and the crowds seperated 
to go homeward. No one was really sorry 
at anything, but it did just seem a little 
sad that such jolification 
over such vic-

.'98." The senator was there until the last 
and laughed as hearty as ever and seemed 
to know of no votes having been cast but 
those for sheriff..

WASHINGTON,. Nov. 5.—Diplomatic err* 


cles are greatly interested in the official 
announcement of Japan's attitude toward 
Korea, winch aau only be construed as an 
indication of the earnest desire of tlia 
Japanese government to remove all possi- 
ble cause for misapprehension upon tho 
subject. In an interview yesterday Minis- 
ter 
Kurlno said: 
"Becsnt events in 


Korea have, unfortunately, given rise to 
the impression in soma quarters thai 
Jnpan is seeking to exorcise exclusive con- 
trol river that country; in other words, to 
establish a protectorate. Koching could 
bo further Croin tile truth than this sup- 
position. 


"In dealing with Korea, Japan has but 


one object—tiie establishment and main- 
tenance oE tho independence of the Ko- 
rean kingdom. In holding this purpose, 
the Japanese are not actuated by any 
wish to control Korea, or by any motive 
ot purely altruistic beuevolence. Her own 
interests demand that Korea shall be in- 
dependent, and that Che Korean govern- 
ment shall he strong enough to maintain 
order within the kingdom and to protect 
foreigners residing there. 


•'Eighty per cent of Korea's trade is with 


Japan; the regular lines of communica- 
tion between Korea and other countries 
nre entirely under .Tapanoso control, whilo 
large numbers of Japanese reside in Korea 
for purposes of business. Through the 
weak and vacillating policy ol the Korean 
government, largely due formerly to tho 
mischievous influence exerted by Chinese 
agents, all ot these interests were con- 
stantly endangered. Internal disorder be- 
came the rule rather than the exception in 
Korea, and fit, every fresh outbreak it was 
Japan or her subjects that suffered mosfc. 


"It can bo seen from this that Japan 


had a strong motive, entirely different 
from anything like an ambitious design 
»o control the 


Political Destinies or Korea. 


in assuming and maintaining tho attitude 
she occupies. 


"Korean affairs are still unhappily in a 


most chaotic condition, and the best ef- 
forts for improving the government and 
the people arc besot by obstacles which 
seem well nigh insurmountable. 
Conse- 


quently there has been'some misunder- 
standing in Europe and America, concern- 
ing the real situation in Korea and the 
true designs of Japan. All such doubts 
should be removed by the declaration of 
policy contained in the telegram from my 
government, which is a clear and at the 
same timo a very frank statement of its 
true designs. Tho presence of a large force 
of Japanese troops in Korea has, doubtless, 
been one reason why the impression has 
gained ground that the Japanese govern- 
ment desires to establish a protectorate 
there. 


"The declaration" of Japan does not 


mean that all of the Japanese troops will 
be withdrawn from Korea when Port 
Arthur is evacuated, for the retention of a 
suitable force will probabl 7 still be neces- 
sary for the protection of. Japanese sub- 
jects and the legation a'nd consulates. 
But the maintenance of even such a force 
is clearly regarded as temporary, as is 
shown by the statement that the Japanese 
government hopes that the work of reform 
having been set in motion will progress, 
and that, consequently, Korea will shortly 
be able to maintain order and protect for- 
eigners, -in which event the troops still re- 
tained for these purposes will be rx>c.\Jed. 


"These declarations should servo to ef- 


fectually set at rest the rumors regarding 
Japanese designs upon Korea, which have 
already gained f.ome degree of credence, 
and which, if uucontradicted, are cal- 
culated to lead to most mischievous and 
injurious consequences. This attitude of 
Japan has been consistent from the be- 
ginning. At tho ouUot she declared that 
her sole object was the maintenance of 
Korean independence."

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FOUR STATES' FIGHTS 


Furnish a Subject For Administra- 


tion Officials to Thinli About. 


Gorman's Future In the Bal- 


ance In Maryland. 


Ohio, Kentucky and New York Politics In a 


Chaotic State. 


WASHIXGTON, Nov. 5. — The elections 


today mean a good deal more than a presi- 
dential aspirant. Gorman, Hill, Camp- 
bell, Brlcc and Carlisle are in a special 
sense interested in tho results of the statos 
to which they belong. Than them is the 
net result of the elections in its relation to 
the administration and anti-administra- 
tion wings of tho party, with all the issues 
involved. 


These four states about monopolize tho 


Interest which this city foela in the elec- 
tions of today. Four years ago interest 
centered in New York, Massachusetts, 
Ohio and lown, and tho Democrats met 
defeat only in Ohio. 


If Ohio on a sound money platform docs 


BO better by tho Democracy than on Its 
free silver declarations of the past, the in- 
fluence of the sound currency men will be 
somewhat weakened. 


If Blackburn and Hardin are the final 


winners in Kentucky, it will show that 
tho border state Democracy does not really 
care much about tho silwr issue, and that 
tho moral effect of its platform declara- 
tion was quite generally overestimated. 


In Maryland the fortunes of an nnti- 


adminlstration boss are at stake, and 
with the New York result Senator Hill'g 
future is not a little concerned. 


In both Massachusetts and Iowa they 


failed to carry the state offices below the 
governorship, but this was expected, and 
the fight had been made on the head of 
the ticket. Flower's majority In New 
York was decisive, and the continued 
allegiance of Massachusetts and Iowa im- 
parted to the Democracy renewed courage 
for the presidential struggle of 1803. 


This year the battle lines havo changed. 


The Democrats are fighting hard for two 
states in which their chances have hitherto 
been pretty good, and find a struggle on 
their hands to retain two other states 
which ever since the war have been con- 
ceded to them. A Republican triumph in 
both Maryland and Kentucky today will 
necessitate a complete revision of the old 
lists of sure Democratic, sure Republican, 
and doubtful stales. 


No one believes, however, that either of 


these two border states would falter In j 
their Democratic allegiance in a presl- j 
dential contest, even if they should do so j 
on the local issues today. But the Demo- ! 
cratic stump speakers tell their hearers in j 
each of these states that as they vote to- 
day so will they vote in 1896, and it is not j 
strange that their opponents have come to I 
regard this statement as true, and are be- 
ginning to count upon it. 


Many ridicule the idea that either Mary- 


land or Kentucky will bo carried by the 
Republicans, and speak of the prediction 
as the high-water mark of absurdity. On 
the other hand, many who are pretty close 
to the fight think that the tradition of a 
generation will this time be broken. 


Maryland is rocked with political tur- 


moil from end to end, and never were 
such scenes witnessed before. Torchlight 
processions, monster rallies, a tremendous 
registration and a bolting metropolitan 
press are among the signs of an unpre- 
cedented waking np of public opinion. 


Sure For Grcenhalge. 


BOSTOX, Nov. 5.—Peaceful is the situ- 


ation to all outward appearances in the 
gubernatorial battle. In reality there has 
been little "smoke" from the political 
stump conflicts of the past month, so that 
balloting today has none to clear away. 
Governor Greeuhalge is expected to bo a 
second time rc-nlected, with a decreased 
majority, the difference being accentuated 
more or less by general apathy, concom- 
itant with an "off year." The entire Re- 
publican state ticket, as customary, will 
follow the leader, while in senatorial and 
representative fights on local issues there 
promises to be a little change, thereby 
leaving the complexion of the next gen- 
eral court as during the past year. The 
principal local issue has been precipitated 
by the recent census bulletins, for the in- 
crease in population calls for an entire re- 
districting of tho state next year. The 
largest possible majority In the legislature 
is accordingly an object worth fighting for 
in the opinion of controlling powers in 
both parties. 


Enshrouded In Doubt 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 5.—The generals upon 


both sides are claiming victory, but tho 
tones in which they make their boasts and 
the figures do not carry conviction to the 
mind of an unprejudiced onlooker. The 
fast is that everybody is at sea, because in 
the present contest the silent voter is a 
greater factor than he has ever been ,in the 
history of Maryland politics. The fierce 
and persistent attacks upon Senator Gor- 
man and the outcry against what his op- 
ponents term "Gormanlsm" has undoubt- 
edly influenced many who have hereto- 
fore voted the Democratic ticket, and will 
induce them to vote against Hurst, who is 
known as Gorman's candidate. Upon the 
other hand, the very bitterness of the at- 
tack has brought Mr. Gorman's friends 
closer to him than ever before, and they 
will get out every vote at their command. 
Then, too, the color line has been drawn 
for all it is worth, and every known device 
has been taken advantage of to lead the 
voters of Maryland to believe that Repub- 
lican victory means negro supremacy. 
With such arguments as these as the sole 
issues in the campaign, it would be idle to 
predict the result, and all that can bo said 
of it is that it looks like anybody's victory. 
The officers to be elected are: Governor, 
comptroller of the state treasury, attorney

Young Dowd Called Johnson 


an A. P. A. 


Utter Took Exceptions and Answered Argu- 


ment With a Pistol 


BOSTON. Nov. B.—Francis O. Dowd of 


Somerville was shot and possibly fatally 
wounded in n. Charlostown saloon last 
night by Georga E. Johnson of Hertford. 
Johnson became enraged when called an 
"A. P. A.," and drew a revolver, which ha 
Ore at Dowd at close range. Dowd ro- 
celVBd a dangerous wound in the back, 
above the right hip. Johnson, when ar- 
rested, admitted that he did the shooting, 
and stated that he did it because Dowd 
called him an "A. P. A." 


The shooting was evidently done on the 


impulse of the moment, as eyewitnesses oE 
the affair say. they hail not the slightest 
idea that anything of the kind, even after 
they saw Johnson with the revolver in his 
hand. 


Dowd Is about 28 years old, the son of 


Richard Dowd, a plumber, and resides with 
his father at Somorville. He is a medical 
student. George E. Johnson is a married 
ninn, residing at Medford, and is 42 years 
old. 


Tho two men met In Flanigan's saloon 


on Main street, which is known as tho 
Rutherford exchange. It was about 9:15 
I'olock when the shooting took place. 
Dowd was standing near the bar in tho 
Rutherford avenue end of the saloon 
when Johnson entered, and, stepping up 
to tho bar, called for a glass of ale. 


He and Dowd engaged in conversation, 


during which Dowd laughingly 


Culled Johnson an A. P. A. 


Johnson at once became excited, the wit- 
nesses state, and 
something was said 


which no one overheard, and Dowd started 
toward the Rutherford avenue entrance. 


He had gone about 15 feet from John- 


son when the latter drew an old-fashioned 
revolver and fflrecl ono shot directly into 
Dowd's back, It taking effect just over tho 
right hip, and, striking a rib, glanced in- 
ward, and the doctors have been unable to 
find tho bullet. 


Although witnesses saw the revolver In 


Johnson's hand, they were unable to pre- 
vent the shooting. William Quigley, ono 
of the bartenders, who chanced to be pass- 
ing through the saloon, seized Johnson, 
took the revolver from him and locked 
him up in the storeroom, while Sir. Flani- 
gnn sent out for the police and doctors. 


Patrolman Heuston answered the sum- 


mons, and taking Johnson into custody, 
took Mm to the patrol box near by, and 
while awaiting the arrival of tho patrol 
wagon a largo crowd gathered, and threats 
were freely made against Johnson.

officer was severely jostled several times, 
but no decided attempt was made to 
take, the prisoner; from, his custody. 


A Murder Tangle.
